VERY once in a while, in my excursioning among old books and moga- 
zincs. I have come upon copies of Hood's Magazine, a publication 
founded by Thomas Hood, in 1843. in England. It first appeared on Janu­ 
ary I, 1844. and ended its career a year and a half later upon the death of 
its founder. 
Many of the noted men of the day contributed, including Dickens, 
Browning. Samuel Lover. B. W. Procter ('Barry Cornwall’), Landor, and 
ethers. Hood was already famous for his noted poem “The Song of the 
Shirt." and in his first year with his own magazine, he thought out one 
of his best contributions entitled “The Haunted House.” In “The Lady's 
Dream” are found those well known two lines: 
“Evil is wrought by want of Thought 
As well as want of Heart.” 
Hood also was the author of “The Bridge of Sighs,” and many other 
poems of high merit. 
But today how little he is read—or remembered! 
This fine quatrain by Jam es Russell Lowell forms a fitting epitaph to his 
life of suffering and disappointment: 
Here lies a Poet. Stranger, if to thee 
His claim to memory be obscure, 
If thou wouldst know how truly great w’as he, 
Go, ask it of the poor.” 
Edgar Allan Poe was neglected during his lifetime, as were Emily 
Dickinson. Gissing, Hudson, and hosts of other writers and artists. Upon 
musty shelves now’ lie volumes of the neglected, and forgotten, who un­ 
doubtedly will some day loom as shining lights in the w’orld. The death 
of Herman Melville parsed almost unnoticed. Now* his "Mobv Dick.” and 
other bocks are hailed as great literature, though the author could not 
make enough from them during his lifetime to keep hts family, being com­ 
pelled to accept a government clerkship to earn a living. 
I have a prized volume of the first edition of “Moby Dick” that I sac­ 
rificed a great deal to purchase. I have left the little pencil notation in it 
that indicated it had once been sold at a second-hand bookshop for but 
$1 OO. 
There are fine writers being neglected today for the more "showy” 
ones. I wish to suggest one or two: Rose Wilder Lane, who wrote that 
little masterpiece “Let the Hurricane Roar” and who has recently pro­ 
duced a glorious book in her “Old Home Town”; and Edith Summers Kel­ 
ley. who to date has but one book to her credit, called "Weeds,” which was 
written over 12 years ago, but which has never received recognition from 
more than an appreciative handful and a few discerning critics. 
To have produced honestly, however, is to have earned inmortality!

Only Few Miles From 
Main Objective. 


W ith the Northern Italian Army, 
Gondar. Ethiopia, April ! (A P).-- 
Italy’s “mechanical cavalry” cap­ 
tured this strategic Ethiopian city 
Tuesday and established itself close 
to a vital zone of Ethiopian in ­ 
fluence. 
Gondar is only a few miles from 
the head of Lake Tana, source of 
the blue Nile and the water supply 
of the Angly-Egyptian Sudan and 
Egypt. 
A column of trucks manned by 
5000 picked men of the northern 
army and led by Lieut. Col. Achille 
Starace, 
secretary of the Fascist 
party, w’ho came here from Rome 
expressly for this task, clattered into 
Gondar. 
Supplies Cut Off 
The sudden southward thrust cut 
all northern Ethiopia off from sup­ 
plies which had been coming in over 
caravan trails from the Sudan. The 
capture of Gondar was regarded as 
the most important activity of the 
war from an international stan d ­ 
point because of the proximity of 
British influence. 
Tile trucks had the advantage of 
operating over a flat, desert-like 
plain, baked hard by the sun. 
The 
column made a semi-circular sweep 
of about 155 miles, starting at As­ 
mara and circling through E ritrea 
to th? border at Umaga, only a few 
miles from {Cassata, the land entry 
port of tho British Sudan. 
Victories Pave Way 
Victories along the northern front 
in the past six weeks paved the way 
for today’s drive, giving left flank 
protection to the column. 
There w’ere reports that Emperor 
Haile Selassie himself has taken the 
field to rally his forces in the north 
and Ethiopia may make a desperate 
stand in the vicinity of Quorum. 
The deepest secrecy surrounded 
the start of the Gondar attack and 
correspondents were not allowed to 
mention the impending drive until 
Gondar had been taken. 
Soldiers to make the expedition 
were selected with unusual care. All 
were white, acclimated to the trop­ 
ics, 
enthusiastic 
and 
oustanding 
physical specimens. 
Cr, the night before the column 
started its dangerous thrust. S ta r­ 
ace, widely knowm for hts oratory, 
made a stirring speech to the troops. 


London, April 
I 
(AP)-—A new 
single-engined bombing plane, de­ 
scribed as the most formidable air 
weapon yet developed, is now being 
put through its final tests, air min­ 
istry offloads disclosed Tuesday. 
The plane is said to be capable of 
a speed cf 300 miles an hour. Al­ 
though it is yet to be 
placed into 
service by the Royal air force, it is 
regarded as one of the m ost import­ 
ant developments to date in British 
military aviation. 
It is said to be so fast, and so ad­ 
vanced in range, carrying power and 
ease of maneuvering, th a t single- 
seated fighter planes will b t practic­ 
ally useless against it.

formal 
announcem ent 
has 
been made of its speed, but it has 
been 
stated that no defense plane 
at present in service in B ritain could 
catch up with it.

Medium Bomber, it is powered with 
a new twelve-cylinder engine, has a 


54-foot wing span and an over-all 
length of 42 feet 1% inches.

against Mongolia. He said “serious 
responsibility” would fall on

Japanese government in case the 
actions of its “dependent organi­ 
zation might lead to the extension 
of conflicts in Mongolian territory. 
The 
Japanese - Manchoukuoan 
forces are supported by an artillery 
battery, tanks, armored cars and 
airplanes, the dispatches asserted. 
The first attack was said to have 
been launched against the border 
past of Adykdolon.
